THE PROFESSION OF BOOKSELLING. V. 

THE ARRANGEMENT AND CARE OF STOCK.—IV. 

[Continued from page 568.] 

One of the greatest enemies of books is dust. 
If books can be kept in glass cases, provided 
with sliding doors hanging on brass rollers, they 
will be more safely protected against injury and 
will not so readily become shelf-worn. Many 
dealers, however, wish to exhibit the books 
they have in stock to better advantage than by 
keeping them under glass. Wide-awake dealers 
want the visitors to their store to have access’ to 
the stock, and are pleased to have the books 
looked over and examined by intending pur¬ 
chasers. For this reason it is best to provide 
glass cases only for gift-books and books in fine 
bindings, leaving the rest of the stock free from 
these barriers. Books seem to collect more dust 
than any other merchandise, and it becomes quite 
necessary to dust them very frequently. Clean¬ 
liness is a most essential feature in a bookstore, 
and nothing can be more disgusting than to offer 
a dusty book to a contemplating purchaser, espe¬ 
cially if this happens to be a lady. There is no 
relief from this constant dilemma except to be 
on guard and fight the dust daily. Recently a 
most excellent down-duster (see figure 4 ), having 
almost the shape of a spade, has been introduced 
(manufactured by C. D. Babcock, 25 Ann Street, 
N. Y.), and gives perfect satisfaction. The entire 
stock must be cleaned daily, or at least every two 
or three days, with the aid of a good duster. If 
one of the above dusters is used it is comparatively 


easy to gain access to every corner, and it will do 
the cleaning better than feather dusters, because 
the dust adheres to it and can be carried outdoors. 
Besides, one is not obliged to take the books down 
from the shelf. It is unavoidable, however, to take 
all books from the shelves about every three 
months, giving them a thorough cleaning, either 
on the sidewalk or in the yard. Then they 
should also be newly arranged and put in alpha¬ 
betical order. There is no other way to keep

your stock clean and neat, and to prevent the 
dust from injuring the books, causing them to 
become shelf-worn and unsalable. One thing is 
well worth observing—viz., to sprinkle the floor 
freely with water every morning before sweeping. 
Whoever is so fortunate as to enjoy a hard-wood 
floor will best do away with sweeping altogether, 
having the floor washed up every evening or early 
in the morning. Considerable dust can be kept 
out of the store if the doors and windows are 
kept closed on very windy days all the year 
round, except while it rains or when the streets 
are covered with snow. A single windy day will 
bring more dust inside your store than would 
otherwise be collected in a fortnight. When 
closing the store in the evening, be sure to have 
all counters and tables on which merchandise is 
exhibited covered with sheeting, which is not to be 
taken off in the morning until the store has been 
thoroughly swept. Stores should have a high ceil¬ 
ing, so as to permit the warm air to collect in the 
unoccupied region above, where no books can be 
injured by heat. The shelving should never be 
made to reach clear up to the ceiling, as the bind¬ 
ings of books, especially those of sheepskin, will 
decay within a year or more. Hot air spoils 
leather bindings more quickly than constant use 
of the books. 

Gas is also very injurious to books, and the in¬ 
troduction of electric light is in this respect a 
great relief. Though not generally known, it is 
a fact that gaslight quickly spoils the binding 
and appearance of books, while the electric light 
has none of these drawbacks. 

Not a few books are also spoiled by exposing 
them directly to the sunlight. Books that have 
delicate colored bindings should not be put in the 
show-window or exposed to the sunlight, even in¬ 
directly, if the fading of the binding is to be 
avoided. Keep books of this kind, as well as all 
other books in fine bindings, covered with a piece 
of good manilla paper, folded in around the covers. 
On the back, where the title of the book is, cut

with a sharp knife an opening in the paper, just 
large enough to allow the title to be read. There 
are quite a number of bookstores in existence 
that have not a single volume in stock which 
does not show traces of being shelf-worn. Many 
dollars are lost through carelessness in this di¬ 
rection, which might be saved if the books were 
properly cared for.

"BUTLER’S BOOK” IN COURT. 

The C. F. Jewett Pub. Co. recently applied 
for an injunction restraining Gen. B. F. Butler 
and the firm of A. M. Thayer & Co. from adver¬ 
tising or publishing “ Butler’s Book.” They 
state that Gen. Butler entered into a contract 
with them to publish his autobiography, which 
was to be copyrighted in their name. Gen. 
Butler furnished them with a part of the manu¬ 
script and afterwards took it back and refused to 
fulfil the contract. Gen. Butler, it is said, 
claims that Mr. Jewett, with whom he made the 
original contract and who subsequently got into 
financial difficulties, had broken faith with him, 
and gives that as the reason for taking the book 
out of the firm’s hands. The publishing com¬ 
pany, on the other hand, claim that they are not 
affected by Mr. Jewett’s misfortunes and are 
ready to fulfil their contract. Accompanying the 
prayer for the injunction was a copy of the agree¬ 
ment between Gen. Butler and the Jewett Pub¬ 
lishing Company, which provided, among other 
things, for the supply on the part of the General 
of “copy” enough each day for the making of 
two pages of printed matter, except in case of 
sickness or inability. The manuscript was to be 
tvpewritten and was to be revised and corrected 
by the General himself. 

In case of the death of Gen. Butler, or his in¬ 
ability to conclude the work, he named James 
Parton, of Newburyport, as the person whom he 
wished to finish the book. In case of death be¬ 
fore the book was finished the General’s estate 
was exempted from liability. He, however, 
agreed to defend any suits which might arise 
against the firm publishing the work, on account 
of any statements contained therein, and in return 
was to receive 3734 cents for each book sold, and 
twice that amount for each book printed. 

The firm was to sell the book on subscription 
and to take all necessary steps towards adver¬ 
tising it throughout the United States. 

The case came up for its first hearing before 
Judge Lathrop on the 20 th inst., but no decision 
was rendered. The final hearing as to the merits 
of the case will come off on or about Octo¬ 
ber 27 . 


A CHANGE IN THE FRENCH COPY¬ 
RIGHT AGENCY IN NEW YORK. 

Edward Brandus, of the firm of Brandus & 
Co., publishers, 30 Broad Street, N. Y., and 
the son of the senior member of the firm of 
Brandus & Co., music publishers, Paris, it is 
reported, has signed a contract with the Comte de 
Keratry, President of the French Copyright So¬ 
ciety, by which the Brandus firm become the sole 
and exclusive agents of the society in this country 
for the next twenty years. This society, it will be 
remembered, is an amalgamation of the “ Society 
of Men of Letters” and the “ Society of Authors 


and Composers ” which in July opened an agency 
at 208 Fifth Avenue, New York. 

The change is expected to give rise to some 
complications, inasmuch as a number of dramat¬ 
ic managers hold that the jurisdiction of the 
French society is obligatory upon its members 
only in France, and that they are at liberty to 
make independent arrangements with publishers 
and managers in this country. 

Under this new arrangement Mr. Paul Meyer, 
who has been the representative and secretary of 
the French Copyright Society, now consolidates 
his office with Brandus & Co. Both Mr. Has¬ 
tings, Mr. Brandus’ business partner, and Mr. 
Meyer are of the opinion that their business will 
be largely that of selling the right to print books, 
and not so much in the way of manuscripts, es¬ 
pecially plays. 


COMMUNICATIONS. 

THE VIRGINIA BOOKSELLERS' ASSOCIATION 
Richmond, Va., Oct. *o, 1891. 

To the Editor 0/ The Publishers' Weekly : 

Dear Sir : I suppose you and most of our 
friends think that because you have not heard 
from us (the Virginia Booksellers’ Association ) 1 
for a couple of months that we, as an association, 
have gone the way of most such organizations ; 
but if you could see the mail of our secretary 
you would change your mind, for he receives 
letters from members of the trade in nearly 
every Southern and central State besides those 
from our members throughout Virginia. 

Most of our members have been so busy since 
the middle of August with their school trade that 
they have had little time for talk or action as an 
association, but we have seen enough to find out 
that some publishers on whom our committee 
called last July have carried out every promise 
made, while others have done exactly the reverse 
—have failed to keep any of the promises made, 
going so far even as to deny having made any. 

We want to accomplish our aims without 
making trouble or enemies, but if we cannot 
reach our ends in a peaceable way we will make 
a fight that will be felt throughout the book 
trade, and the publishers will gain or lose accord¬ 
ing to the stand they take towards the Associa¬ 
tion. 

Think of an association of business men ad¬ 
dressing a letter in July to a firm (at their 
request) with whom every member of the Associ¬ 
ation does business, and not receiving a reply be¬ 
fore October 20 , if it ever receives one at all f 
Does any man expect us to stand such treatment? 
The booksellers have been standing such treat¬ 
ment, and sometimes much worse, but will they 
continue to do so ? I think not ; not if they are 
men worthy of the name ; for publishers can no 
more do without the bookseller than the book¬ 
seller can do without the publishers. A few 
think they can and will continue so to think until 
taught otherwise. 

Booksellers of the South are at last awakening 
and demanding their rights ; California dealers 
are doing the same, and soon every State will 
follow. Let the dealers in every State organize 
as State Associations, admitting only legitimate 
booksellers. Let these devise ways and means to 
correct local differences and evils, according to 
the suggestion made by Mr. A. M. Robertson 
in your issue of August 22 . Let the State Asso¬ 
ciations appoint delegates to a convention to or- 
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ganize a General or Inter-Siate Association, for 
the movement must be general and represent a 
large number of the trade before we can accom¬ 
plish some of the many things that we hope to 
accomplish. Virginia, North Carolina and Ala¬ 
bama now have associations. Tennessee will 
have one before many days, and Mississippi and 
California are moving in the same direction. 

I hope no one will ** size me up ” as wanting to 
wage war on publishers, for I do not. Many of 
my best friends are among them ; and, strange as 
it may appear, some of the most prominent pub¬ 
lishers will be found in hearty sympathy with us 
on nearly every practical point. They say, 
“ Form your associations, agree among your¬ 
selves as to what you want, lay out definite 
plans in a few words, present them to the pub¬ 
lishers with strength enough behind you to jus¬ 
tify us in making the changes desired, and you 
will find us willing and anxious to help the work 
on, for we see and feel the evils as much as you 
do.” Here are three points that I personally 
want to see corrected. Whether our Association 
will endorse them or not will be seen after our 
next meeting : 

1. Text-books listed at just prices to publisher, 
dealer and consumer, a fair discount to legitimate 
dealers and no one else. 

2. Miscellaneous books at a much lower list , 
closer discounts, leaving a fair margin, without 
room for cutting, to the legitimate trade only. 

3. Editorial copies sent out on a different plan 
than at present ; either direct to the papers for 
notice or divided among the trade in each 
place, and not as is now done, to one house in 
a locality where there are several dealers. 

This method of procuring credit for books 
sent to the press for the one house preferred dis¬ 
criminates against the other dealers in a way 
that is considered very unjust. Does the pub¬ 
lisher sell one dollar’s worth more by such a 
process? I think not. Is the big house of to-day 
the same that the publisher knew ten or even 
five years ago? Or has the publisher any guar¬ 
antee that it will always remain the same ? I am 
not referring to any individual or locality in par¬ 
ticular, but, having been thrown much together 
with dealers from many States and cities during 
the past summer, I find this same evil exists near¬ 
ly everywhere in this country. 

In conclusion—for this is already twice as 
long as I intended it to be—let me impress 
upon dealers in every State that it is of no 
use working for reforms as individuals. They 
cannot accomplish anything in that way. Let 
each State organize into an association and 
you will soon see good results, and soon a 
National Association will become a real, living, 
working factor for the mutual good of every 
legitimate handler of books, be he publisher, job¬ 
ber or retailer—in fact, every one now handling 
books except dry-goods fakirs and book-butch¬ 
ers.

We fully rec¬ 
ognize the fact that having come into the pos¬ 
session of these books he has a perfect right to 
dispose of them in what manner and at what 
prices he pleases ; at the same time his offer is 
calculated to produce the impression that we 
have changed our rates of discount and in jus¬ 
tice to ourselves and to those to whom we have 
already sold, we desire to say that the discounts 
above mentioned have been and will be steadily 
maintained by us.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Edward R. Young, of the firm of E. & J. 
B. Young & Co., died suddenly on the 19th 
inst., at the age of 3S years. Mr. Young was a 
son of Edwin Young, the senior of the firm of 
which he was a member. He was a widower, 
without children, and lived with his father at 
427 W. Twenty-first Street, New York. He was 
a fine-looking man of athletic proportions, genial 
and winning in his manner, and a general favor¬ 
ite among his many friends and acquaintances.

We regret to hear of the death of Frederick 
G. Huber on the 7th inst. at New Brighton, 
Staten Island. Mr. Huber was born in Newark, 

N. J., March 20, 1858, and began business life as 
entry clerk with Koch. Sons & Co. in 1873. The 
following year he became cashier for the Western 
News Co., where he remained until 1876, with 
the exception of a couple of months, during 
which he held a position in the Michigan Central 
Railway Company. In 1876 he returned to New 
York, taking a position with Koch, Sons & Co., 
of which his brother, E. E. Huber, is general 
manager.

* Bibliography ’ on the sure foundation of his 
own unequalled collection of Burns and Burnsi- 
ana, now happily housed fn the local 4 Burns 
Museum.’ But Mr. McKie was more than a 
worthy specimen of the dying race of bookish 
country booksellers, and more than a builder of 
the tombs of the prophets, for he wrote capital 
verses of his own in the genuine language and 
manner of his idol. Some five-and-twenty years 
ago he gave me a little bundle of the chap-books 
in which they had a large local circulation. The 
earliest has a wrapper on which is printed 1 Odd 
Time. A selection of original Poetical Varieties 
by the author of “ The Real Souter Johnny.” 
Published periodically in numbers at id. each. 
No. 4. May bole: Printed by M. Porteous, 1836.’ 
The latest has a copy of verse dated 1863. It is 
to be hoped that the ‘ Burns Annual * promised 
for the New Year will contain some adequate 
notice of this remarkable man and a selection 
from his spirited rhymes.” 

James Parton, the famous biographer of so 
many of his noted countrymen, died at his home 
in Newburyport, Mass., on Sunday, October 
18, after an illness of several weeks. Mr. 
Parton was born in Canterbury, England, but 
came to this country when he was only five years 
old. He attended a public school in New York 
City until he was twelve, and then went to the then 
well-known school conducted by John Swinburne 
at White Plains. He remained there for seven 
years, and acquired an ardent love for literature 
and the languages. On completing his studies 
there he was enabled, through a legacy, to visit 
Europe, where he devoted his time to study and 
reading. On his return to this country he went 
to Philadelphia, and with the Rev. Samuel Ed¬ 
wards started a school modelled after Prof. Swin¬ 
burne’s, for which Mr. Parton entertained a high 
regard. His first published literary work was an 
essay on “Jane Eyre,” giving his reasons for 
judging that “ Currer Bell” must be a woman. 
This he sent to N. P. Willis, at that time in the 
zenith of his popularity as editor of the Home 
Journal. Mr. Parton soon discovered that his 
talent lay in the direction of biography. He has 
written the lives of Horace Greeley, Aaron Burr, 
Benjamin Franklin, Andrew Jackson, Thomas 
Jefferson and Voltaire, and* biographical articles 
on 44 General Butler in New Orleans,” “ The 
Words of Washington,” “ Famous Americans 
of Recent Times,” 44 Noted Women of Europe 
and America,” “ Men of Business Who Did 
Something Besides Make Money,” and “ Captains 
of Industry.” He was a very busy man and con¬ 
tributed to many magazines. His writings on 
“ The Humorous Poetry of the English Language 
from Chaucer to Saxe,” on 44 Taxation of Church 
Property,” “Caricature and Other Comic Art in all 
Time and Many Lands,” “Smoking and Drink¬ 
ing,” 4< Instruction of Rings, Railroad and Poli¬ 
tical, and How New York is Governed,” are all 
full of healthy humor and free American spirit. 
He was also the editor of “ Le Parnasse Fran- 


9ais,” one ot the best collections of French poems, 
covering from 1550 to 1877. He was first married 
to the sister of N. P. Willis, “ Fanny Fern,” who 
died in 1872. In 1876 he married Miss Eldridge, 
the daughter of his first wife. Since 1875 he 
lived at Newburyport. He was a vigorous 
worker for copyright. 

Henry Peterson, the well-known author and 
publisher, died in Germantown, Pa., October 10. 
Mr. Peterson was born in Philadelphia December 
7, 1818, and was, early in the forties, identified 
with the Saturday Evening Post as editor, and in 
1848, with Edmund Deacon, became publisher of 
it. After 1857 he became sole owner. About 
fifteen years ago he retired from business. His 
published works are : “ The Twin Brothers,” 
“Poems,” “The Modern Job,” “Pemberton; 
or, one hundred years ago.” “ Fairemount,” 
“ Caesar, a Dramatic Study,” and a volume of 
poems. He was also the author of a number of 
plays. His latest work was a drama called 
44 Columbus,” completed just before his death. 

Gilbert Beckett, eldest son of the late Gil¬ 
bert Abbott Beckett, one of the earliest members 
of Punch's staff, and himself a contributor for 
twelve years, died last week. He could write 
lyrics by the yard, and turned out one of the best 
modern libretti, “The Canterbury Pilgrims.” 

Rev. Dr. George Diehl, one of the editors 
and proprietors of the Lutheran Observer , died in 
Frederick, Md., October 15. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Davenport Adams’ Dictionary of the 
Drama,” announced nearly ten years ago, is 
likely to be published this fall. 

Dr. W. J. Rolfe is preparing a Shakespeare 
“ Word-Book,” a one-volume abridgment of 
Schumidt’s Shakespeare Lexicon, with some re¬ 
vision. 

Henry Harland, who has written so much 
and so well under the nom-de-plume of ‘ Sidney 
Luska,” se^ms to have tired of the sobriquet, and 
is now using his own name upon his literary ef¬ 
forts. 

The women writers and journalists of London 
propose to form a club to be called “ The Writers’ 
Club.” Mrs. Stannard (John Winter) presided at 
the preliminary meeting, and temporary premises 
are to be taken in journalistic headquarters, the 
Strand. 

G. S. Gomme is writing a work on “ Folke-lore 
and Ethnology,” which will contain a complete 
statement of his views as to the functions of folk¬ 
lore as a means of ethnological research, and as 
to the principles to be applied in the scientific 
analysis of custom and belief. 

Andrew Lang, in preparing the new edi¬ 
tion of the “ Waverley Novels,” will have the ad¬ 
vantage of access—granted by Sir Walter’s great- 
granddaughter—to all ms. and other material 
now at Abbotsford. He will supply a preface 
and notes to each volume. 

Berlin papers report that Dr. P. Hinneberg, 
the learned editor of the seventh * volume of 
Ranke’s “ Weltgeschichte,” has obtained a two- 
years’ leave from the Royal Library, where he 
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acts as assistant librarian, for the purpose of col¬ 
lecting in France, on behalf of Prof. Sybel, ma¬ 
terials for a history of the war of 1870-71. 

Charles G. Leland is preparing for the Ad¬ 
venture Series , published in this country by Mac¬ 
millan & Co., a volume on the adventures of 
James P. Beckwourth, mountaineer, scout, 
pioneer and chief of the Crow Indians. He has 
also in press a new poem. It is entitled “ Mago- 
nia.” 

We understand, says the Evening Post , that 
Mr. Goldwin Smith has enlarged and recast in 
the form of a biographical essay his two reviews 
of the “ Life of William Lloyd Garrison ” in Mac¬ 
millan's Magazine on the successive appearance 
of the two halves of the work in question. The 
book, which will still be of moderate compass, 
will appear shortly. 

Hall Caine’s new romance, “ The Scape¬ 
goat,” says the London Athenceum, seems to have 
touched the feelings of the English Jews during 
its appearance in the Illustrated London News . 
Through Dr. Adler, the Chief Rabbi, they have 
addressed to him an invitation to visit Russia, to¬ 
gether with a companion familiar with the coun¬ 
try and the language, in order that he may study 
the Russo-Jewish question on the spot. The 
first edition of “The Scapegoat,” in two-volume 
form, was entirely exhausted by subscription. 

Prof. Child is revising his well-known essay 
on Chaucer’s grammar and metre, by Dr. Furni- 
vall’s print of the Harleian ms. 7334 of the “ Can¬ 
terbury Tales,” inasmuch as he first worked on the 
late Thomas Wright’s edition of that ms., which 
occasionally altered the scribe’s words and forms. 
The Professor has also got six other American 
Chaucerians to undertake the six other texts of. 
the “Tales” in Dr. Furnivall’s “Six-Text” 
edition, and the essays on them are to be pub¬ 
lished in 1900, the quincentenary of Chaucer’s 
death. 

Wolcott Balestier, the young American 
writer who has collaborated with Rudyard Kip¬ 
ling in the novel “ The Naulahka,” which The 
Century will print, is at present a resident of 
London, where he represents an American pub¬ 
lishing house. He was born at Rochester, N. 
Y., less than thirty years ago, and he has lived 
and attended school there and at Baltimore, 
Washington, New York, Vermont and Denver. 
His college is Cornell and he studied law at the 
University of Virginia. He was at one time on 
the editorial staff of the Rochester Post-Express . 


Mr. Daly and the Duke of Manchester’s 
Books.— There is a good story told concerning 
the book-loving aspirations of the American 
comedian, Mr. Augustin Daly, and the late Duke 
of Manchester. The story, as related by the 
London correspondent of the Echo de Paris , is 
that three years ago Mr. Daly was browsing in 
the Duke’s library and lovingly handling the 
almost priceless books. The Duke watched him 
and saw the genuine appreciation he displayed, 
and when Mr. Daly heaved a deep sigh as he re¬ 
luctantly laid back the volumes on the shelves, 
his Grace generously begged him to accept an 
armful. In vain the actor protested; the Dtuite 
persisted, and Mr. Augustin Daly possesses to¬ 
day a most remarkable two score or more of 
these books.— London Star.

The leading serial story in the Atlantic Month¬ 
ly for 1892 will be “ Don Orsino,” by F. Marion 
Crawford. 

Harper's Young People announces a “ World’s 
Fair ” for boys and girls, in which no less than 
4000 prizes are offered. The prizes include a 
bicycle and a library of 100 volumes, while not a 
few of even the lesser prizes are worth from $S 
to $20. Every boy and girl is entitled to com¬ 
pete. 

A new magazine, named The Californian Illus¬ 
trated Magazine , will be issued monthly after the 
December number at 1170 Market Street, San 
Francisco, Cal. It is a magazine of general lit¬ 
erature, and its prospectus for the year, not yet 
issued, is said to be of interest not only to read¬ 
ers on the Pacific slope, but to those of the 
world. National questions, social problems, 
sports and fiction, will all be represented by well- 
known writers. The October number contains 
articles on Los Angeles, the Mount Wilson Rail¬ 
road, folk songs of the South, California cli¬ 
mate, making rain, etc. It is very neatly printed. 

The Bookman is the title of a new monthly 
journal just issued by Hodder & Stoughton, of 
London. It is intended for bookreaders, book- 
buyers and booksellers. The first issue, dated 
October, contains in addition to news notes and 
reviews a number of interesting and readable 
literary articles, such as “The Carlyles and a 
Segment of their Circle,” “ Burton at Damas¬ 
cus,” “Thomas Hardy’s Wessex,” “The Work 
of Rudyard Kipling,” “ Paternoster Row Forty 
Years Ago,” “ The Provincial Dailies: Their 
Present Position,” etc., and a “ Young Authors’ 
Page.” In this page, mss. submitted for judg¬ 
ment will be classified under headings, with an 
occasional note. As a supplement this issue 
contains a fine portrait of Lawrence’s Tennyson 
engraved on steel.

Ginn & Co. have in press “ Short Courses of 
Reading in English Literature,” by Prof. C. T. 
Winchester, of Wesleyan University. 

Joseph J. Little, of J. J. Little & Co., print¬ 
ers, New York, has been nominated for Con¬ 
gress in the Twelfth New York District. 

W. D. Boyce, of the Saturday Blade and the 
Chicago Ledger , has brought suit against G. P. 
Rowell & Co. to decide the question whether 
the publisher of a newspaper directory has a 
right to guess at the circulation of any news¬ 
paper and print it. 

Macmillan & Co. will publish shortly Part 
VI. of the “ New English Dictionary,” which has 
been ready for some months. The forthcoming 
part will contain matter especially interesting to 
Americans under “ Congregational,” “ Con¬ 
gress,” “ Conepatl,” “ Colin,” “ Cockle,” etc. 

Henry Carey Baird & Co. will shortly pub¬ 
lish “ A Practical Treatise on the Manufacture of 
Perfumery and Toilet Soaps,” translated and 
edited, from the German of Dr. C. Deite, by 
William T. Brannt, author of “ A Practical 
Treatise on the Manufacture of Soap and Can¬ 
dles.” 

D. C. Heath & Co., Boston, will Issue in 
November Herbart’s Allgemeine Piidagogik, 
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translated by Henry M. Felkin, of London, and 
edited, with an introduction, by Oscar Browning, 
author of “ Educational Theories.” This book 
is not a mere text-book of pedagogy, but shows 
the intimate connection between ethics, psychol¬ 
ogy and education. 

Emile Zola’s much-talked-of story, the title of 
which, literally translated, means “ The Smash- 
Up,” will be published by the Cassell Publishing 
Company, who have just closed arrangements 
with M. Zola’s agents to that effect. The author 
considers this the most important story that he 
has ever written, and he wishes his literary status 
to be measured by it. 

The United Typothetae of America, an or¬ 
ganization composed of the proprietors of print¬ 
ing establishments, began its fifth annual conven¬ 
tion at Cincinnati October 20, with 300 delegates 
present. A. H. Pugh, of Cincinnati, is Presi¬ 
dent; Everett Waddey, of Richmond, Va., Cor¬ 
responding Secretary; and W. L. Becker, of St. 
Louis, Recording Secretary. 

The Writer Publishing Co., 186 Washing¬ 
ton Street, Boston, Mass., has just published 
“Memories and Fancies,” a book of the collected 
poems of Laura Garland Carr. Mrs. Carr, who 
lives in Concord, N. H., has been a contributor 
to the newspapers and magazines, and many of 
these poems were originally published in the 
Boston Transcript , Boston Journal , and the 
publications of the D. Lothrop Co. 

The J. B. Lippincott Co. have ready this 
week •' In the Yule-Log Glow,” edited by Har¬ 
rison S. Morris. These four dainty volumes 
have a special Christmas interest, as they em¬ 
brace stories and poems entirely devoted to the 
subject of Christmas. While two volumes are 
devoted to stories of various nations, two others 
furnish a nearly complete compendium of the 
best English poems on the subject of Christmas, 
selected with rare appreciation and judgment. 

Women in the book business in the city of New 
York, according to the World , are prospering, at 
least so far as salary is concerned. Miss Griggs, 
employed by a Fifth Avenue publishing house, 
sells books on commission and clears $1200 a 
year. Miss Abrahams, at Brentano’s, Miss 
Lynch, until recently at Denning’s, and Miss Kin- 
near, at Macy’s, hold responsible positions in the 
book departments of the above houses and each 
derive the comfortable sum of $1000 or more 
per year. 

The Dunlap Society has nearly ready to issue 
to its members an account of “ The Private Life 
of William E. Burton,” by William L. Keese, 
author of the authorized biography of the come¬ 
dian-manager. This will be followed towards 
the end of the year by a reprint from the pages 
of the Gentleman's Magazine (the American 
Gentleman's , which Burton edited in Philadelphia) 
of Burton’s memoirs of the elder Wallack. The 
secretary of the Dunlap Society is now Mr. 
William Carey, No. 33 East Seventeenth Street, 
New York; and for an annual subscription of $5 
members receive three publications every year. 

The Fleming H. Revell Company have just 
issued “ The Caliphate: its rise, decline and fall,” 
by Sir William Muir. The work deals with a 
period of history full of interest and very little 
known. The rapid spread of Mohammedanism 


after the death of its founder is traced in detail, 
the picture is drawn of the caliphate in the height 
of its splendor and power, and the book closes 
with the analysis of the causes that led to its final 
fall. The well-known lectures of Dr. Cheever on 
the “ Pilgrim’s Progress,” formerly published 
by John Wiley & Son, will in the future be is¬ 
sued by the Fleming H. Revell Company. The 
volume will appear in new binding and is prom¬ 
ised in about three weeks. 

The Bowen-Merrill Co. have just issued 
the first series of “ Studies, Literary and Social,” 
by Richard Malcolm Johnston, made partly out 
of selections from class lectures at the Peabody 
Institute, Baltimore, and partly from articles 
contributed to many periodicals during the last 
twenty years on such subjects as George Eliot’s 
“Married Women,” Shakespeare’s “Tragic 
Lovers,” “The Delicacy of Shakespeare,” “ Pre- 
American and American Philosophy,” etc.; and 
also a neat little volume of “Neighborly 
Poems,” by our old friend James Whitcomb 
Riley, whom we hardly recognize under the 
name of Benj. F. Johnson, of Boone. His 
poems are on friendship, grief and farm-life. 

The Historical Printing Club of Brooklyn, 

N. Y., has just reprinted its second Revolutionary 
orderly book, viz., that of the Maryland Loyalist 
Regiment. This was kept by Capt. Caleb Jones 
from June 18, 1778, to October 12, 1778, and 
comprehends the evacuation of Philadelphia, the 
march across the Jerseys and the cantonment on 
Long Island, where the book was ultimately 
found. Its value lies in its supposed uniqueness 
so far as Loyalist regiments are concerned, and 
in its preserving Gen. Howe’s orders after July 
5. Mr. Paul Leicester Ford has edited and an¬ 
notated this record. The most eminent name in 
the list of officers is that of Philip Barton Key, 
uncle of the author of “ The Star-Spangled Ban¬ 
ner.” 

The Cassell Publishing Co. make a most 
important literary announcement in the Inter¬ 
national Library of Fiction. The books in this 
library are all copyright books, and will be sold 
at the low price of one dollar per volume, except 
in such cases where the unusual length of the 
story will make a higher price necessary, but this 
will not be often.

O. Stoddard’s Indian story, “ Little Smoke.” 
Mr. Stoddard needs no introduction as a writer 
of Indian stories. Inasmuch as the Sioux are 
the most important and, in some respects, the 
most interesting of our Indian tribes, the pub- 
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lishers have been anxious to give the author 
every aid which could be obtained from illustra¬ 
tions. Mr. F. S. Dellenbaugh, who has spent 
much time among the Western Indians, has 
drawn twelve spirited full-page illustrations. In 
addition to these there are two full-page por¬ 
traits of Indian chiefs and over seventy head 
and tail pieces representing the homes, weapons, 
domestic implements, and, indeed, almost every 
object which is closely associated with the life of 
the Sioux.

The book is 
therefore a museum of Indian curiosities, as it 
were, as well as an Indian picture-gallery, and it 
is believed that the expense and trouble con¬ 
nected with the preparation of so elaborate a 
work will be amply justified by its reception.

The publish¬ 
ers also add eight new volumes to their Vignette 
Series: Tennyson’s “Maud,” illustrated by 
Charles Howard Johnson; “A Treasury of Fa¬ 
vorite Poems,” edited by Walter Larned and illus¬ 
trated by Joseph M. Gleeson; Kingsley’s “Wa¬ 
ter Babies,” illustrated by Frederick C. Gordon; 
Bulwer’s “ Last Days of Pompeii,” illustrated by 
Joseph M. Gleeson; two volumes of “Arabian 
Nights,” illustrated by Thomas Mcllvaine; and 
two volumes of “ Tennyson’s Complete Poems,” 
illustrated by Charles Howard Johnson. To the 
Handy Volume editions will be added Grace 
Aguilar’s famous stories, “Home Influence” 
and “A Mother’s Recompense,” which will be 
sold in sets only, four volumes to a box; Mrs. 
Charles’ “ Schonberg-Cotta Family” and other 
novels, Disraeli’s novels, etc., of which all the 
new titles were enumerated in the classified list 
in the Fall Announcement Number under the 
headings Fiction or Poetry and Drama. A work 
full of interest and beauty for every lover of Ten¬ 
nyson will be “Through the Laureate’s Coun¬ 
try,” with text by Alfred Church and illustra¬ 
tions from drawings by Edward Hull. The 
additions to their art department are unusually 
attractive.

Hutchinson & Co., London, announce for im¬ 
mediate publication,“The Life of E. L. Blanchard, 
with Reminiscences,” by Clement Scott and Cecil 
Howard. They have also in press Joseph Hat¬ 
ton’s new novel, “The Princess Mazaroff: a ro¬ 
mance of the day.” 

W. H .Allen & Co., at the time of their reported 
failure, had in press “ Events in the Taeping Re¬ 
bellion,” a work based upon mss. copied in the 
handwriting of General Gordon. It is edited 
by Mr. Egmont Hake, who has added a biography 
and also an introduction explaining the rela¬ 
tions between the foreign powers and China 
during the rebellion.
